Please note that 
it is necessary to download the application form from the web page and forward the 
completed form and the appropriate fee so as to secure a place for the examination. If 
you pay the fee on line you must still complete and forward the application form. The 
closing date for receipt of completed applications is Wednesday 20th May. Three 
Exam Reports which were previously published in Echo Ireland are now available on 
the Downloads section of the website at www.irts.ie/downloads under Studying for the 
Harmonised Amateur Radio Examination Certificate. These reports contain very 
useful information for anyone studying for the Licence Examination.

Special callsigns VK 1IOOANZAC and ZLIOOANZAC will be aired from 25th April to 
commemorate the part played by the Australian and New Zealand Army Corps in the 
Gallipoli campaign during World War One.
